| imbracethe truth. 


Hinke it no worderful caſe beloued, to ſee the church of 
England fo out of order at this day as our confufions ate 
altogether more in number, then the ha res of our head. 
For thoſe that ill needes bee our Paſtors and ſpitituall 
fathers, are become beaſtes as the Prophet letrem. ſaith, 
and haut not ſought the Lord. And therfore what mar- 

| 2 uell is it, though xc the poore ſheepe bee miſcrablic di- 
ſperſed not e whether to tutne ys for any ſuccour. Our 3 haue 
not onely miſled vs, but they are become wolues in ſtead of ſhepheards, $0 
that we dare not ſhe our ſelue :, for feare of their teeth to ſcke any paſture 
but the bare feeding which they haue laid before ys, And it we ſhuld open 
our mouths, toſue for the true ſhepheards and ouerſeer indeed vnto whoſe 
direction, e ought to be Commnred: The rage of theſe wolues is ſuch(thoa 
ſeeſt) as this endeuor would almoſt be the price of ourlite. For if this requeſt 
were once granted, they ful wel perceiue, that they ſhould not haue ſo much 
as a place of a doorekeeper within the ſl. ee pefold of the Lord. And there- 
fore. they euery way labour,to keepe vs in bondage. They hide the truth, & 
will not ſuffer others to ſee the ſame. If the Lord in mercy,doe open the axes 
of any nian, hee muſt not for his life, make it knounthat he hath ſcene the 
light, much leſſe, x alke in the ſame, and wiſh others to follow hm. 

They ſeeme at this day, to haue greater liberty, to wourd the church, then 
any they had fince the beginning of her Maj eſties taign, and thetfore ought 
the godly to enarme themſelues againſt them, no mote then before. They 
make vſe ofthe time, ard the oportunity which they haue gorten, to kee 
the truth and the church in their bondage. V Vonder not at it fot᷑ this is the 
very houre and power of darkenes wherein they haue liberty to do no more 

et, then the right hand of our God hath determined long before and hen 

e hath accompliſhed his work,in mount Sion and leruſalem, then let them, 
and whoſoeuer fauour any of the ofspring of Romiſh Babell their mother, 
take heed vnto themiſelues. In tie beginning of her Majeſties raign, Was the 
mouth of gods ſaints in England, filled with laughter, but a aſſe theſe men 
labour to blot out all that 10y with the teares , if not withthe bloud of the 
church. And in the meane time, her Majeſty wee are afſured, is ignorant of 
the right caſe of the rurthering concluſions, ſet vp againſt vs by theſe y- 
rants. Oh that it pleaſed the Lorde,that our courſe might bee examined by 
her kighnes,and that ſhe would nor ſuffer both our judges and ouraccuſers, 
to condemne vs for thoſe thinges, whereof they ſhall neuet bee able to con- 
uince vs with any colour. If we muſt needs be perſecuced, yea, and die (forT 
ſee that the Prelates , and their complices meane no otherwiſe to be ſatisſi- 
ed, then with the blotting out of our names from among men) would to 
God yet, Wee might die by her hand, that is, becirg conuicted by her godlie 
lawes,to deſerve that which we are like to ſuffer Fur otherwile,l perde 
my ſelfe, ve ſhould not be indamaged by her Majeſty.exceprwe were fouud | 


to dee gilty of puniſhment, by the voyce of her good lawes . The enemies”

to this day, we are ready to defie the u ynto their faces, and to maintaine our 
innocency both by the law of God,and the laws of this kingdome. Againſt 
which, Tertullus,the greateſt Atheiſt, & cunningeſt lawier of all their crew 
was neucr able to prooue,that we haue any waies offended How violently 
they wreſt the lawes againſt vs, their ſoules (which I wiſh at) ſhall find it. 

The courſe which they hauetaken to confute v1 by writing,bath beene ſo 

ainles vnto them that we neuer (aw their third anfiver in the cauſe. They 
ue indeed, like men being driven vnto a hole, ſomerimes made an irrupti- 
on vpon vs, as they do daily in their Sermons, but when it com to paſſe, that 
muſt either ſtand vnto their cauſe,or ſuffer the ouerthrow, wee ſee not 

one of them, that wil abide the third encounter. And yet they ceaſe not,dai- 
ly. co diſcouet themſelues, although they bring no other furniture with them 
then that which bath bene battered and made ynſeruiceable long ſince. M. 
Bancroft hath beene one of the laſt aduerſaries that Wee haue ſcene, and yer 
hath he furniſhed himſelſe with no new artillery, but onely was content to 
borrow tho(e,wherewith the Archbiſhop loſt the field. For he hath nothing 
in a maner againſt ys in his whole Sermon, but ſuch thinges az haue bin an- 
ſivered long ago by i. Cart right, yea, his flaunders,and all forthe moſt 
art (though he bee skilfull that way himſelfe) he hath borrowed either of 

. VVhiegifr,orof Doctor Cofins,in his anſwereto the Abſtract, & therey 
fore haue bene a ready conſuted . In conſideration whereof, I had thought 
bim not worth the anſwering, were it not that I did ſee,the Lord to require 
at our handes, che juſtifiyng of his truth, as often az the ſame iz called into 
queſtion,or any waies vaworthily handled. 

There haue hene others I ſuppoſe, that haue taken more paines with this 
inuectiue Sermon of his, I haue therefore left place vnto them, whoſocuer 
they are, ta publiſh that whercin they haue more fully and more largely diſ- 
couered, che euill and vnteaſonable d: aling of the Chaplaiae. I haue edami- 

ned few or none of the teſtimonies of men brought in by him, the aduanta- 
3 that va might be had againſt him, l haue not taken both becauſe 
(aw it nor very material, that he ſhould be conuinced, to abuſe the writings 
of men,who is not aſhamed to offer iniurie vnto the holy ſcriptures of God, 
and alſo for as much, as it may be, others will indite him for that falſe dea- 
ling of his. If his cauſs be good, & he able to defend it with truth & vprighe 
dealing, l haue ſhewed him the way to atchicue his purpoſe: And that is, ue i- 
ther to father vpon vs ſuch thinges as e neuer maintained, nor yet to bring 
the teſtimonies of men to oppugn out concluſions, whoſe groundi he is not 
able to ſhake: but to ſet downe that which we holde indeed, and with rea- 
ſons rather to anſwereour premiſies, then with authorities to ſt:ike at our
